Remarkable Plan For Raising 


the Dead to Life. 


MAKES HEABT BEAT BY MA8SAGIHG 


New York Physic-it: a Said to Have 


Found Secret of Restoring Sus- 
pended Animation—Brought Life to 
a DOB Tuat Had Be«-u Dead Sixteen 
Minutes. 
liaising an interesting question as to 


when life in animals actually becomes 
extinct, Dr. Kobert C. Ki-uup of New 
York has found it possible to restore a 
clog to me- uiier iis in »n t L.iil ato^pOt* 
beatinir for sixteen minutes, says the 
New York Herald. After an examina- 
tion by surgeons tin- animal was offi- 
cially pronounced Ui-ad. yet Dr. Keuv 
by massaging its heart so far brought 
it back to life that it lived twenty-four 
hours and meanwhile was so far re- 
stored to the use ot its faculties that 
it ate and drank and performed its 
usual functions. 


In eleven out of twenty-three experi- 


ments of this cbani'-ter Dr. Kemp has 
succeeded in "restoring dogs to life,'" 
and he is convinced tlmt in the case of 
human beings under similar conditions 
the proportion of restorations would 
be far greater. 


In the case of the dogs he ascribes 


their death after an interval of from 
two or three to twenty-four hours not 
to failure of his treatment, for that 
has apparently been successful, but to 
the fact that the dugs could not be 
prevented from tearing away the band- 
ages with which their wounds were 
bound up.

Only one such experiment has been 


tried on a human being, and in that 
•case it was not successful, but the fact 
that the girl whose life he tried to re- 
store after her heart had stopped beat- 
ing was suffering from a severe attack 
of blood poisoning may explain the 
failure. 


In the case of the dogs on which Dr. 


Kemp experimented all had been 
placed under the influence of chloro- 
form. By the use of delicate instru- 
ments their heart beats and respiration 
were carefully noted and automatic- 
ally charted, and when both respira- 
tion and heart beats had ceased so far 
as the chart showed the experiment in 
restoration was begun. 


Dr. Kemp's method is founded on- 


one which hasi been in use abroad, 
but the surgeons before whom he read 
his paper at a meeting held in the New 
York Academy of Medicine the other 
night were of opinion that he had im- 
proved on the foreign system, which is 
to make an irifeifcion large enough for 
the insertion of the entire hand, while 
the incision made by Dr. Kemp is only 
as large as would be made for the re- 
.moval of pus. 
He inserts only two 


fingers, and instead of massaging the 
heart in regular beats he imitates the 
double beat of the heart when it is 
working under normal conditions, as 
shown on his chart, by the use of his 
apparatus. 
The vital spark remains 


active, he believes, and he merely fans 
it into renewed life by massaging the 
heart. 


For more tluia two years Dr. Kemp 


has been making experiments of this 
character in the physiological labora- 
tory of the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, assisted by Dr. A. W. Gardi- 
ner, and surgeons who have been 
aware of the work he has been doing 
have awaited his report with deep in- 
terest. They are of opinion that Dr. 
Kemp has taken a long step forward 
In the methods of resuscitation and 
that while such a course as he has 
demonstrated is possible it would not 
be resorted to except in extreme and 
rare cases. 
Several who were seen 


recently declared that undoubtedly his 
work could be made to save several 
hundred lives a year. 


"Dr. Kemp's conclusions from his ex- 


periments will be listened to with the 
greatest interest and confidence by the 
medical profession," said Dr. George 
F. Shrady. "The fact that he was able 
to restore an animal to the use of ita 
normal functions so long a time as six- 
teen minutes after the heart had stop- 
ped beating is a matter of the greatest 
possible importance, and the applica- 
tion of the system to human beings 
will be watched by all surgeons with 
tha keenest interest." 


"As a last resort in saving life, where 


heart failure has followed the use of 
an anesthetic. Dr. Kemp's application 
of and improvement upon • all > known 
physiological principles are of the ut- 
most importance," said Dr. Robert T. 
Morris. "But such 
an 
experiment 


would have to be made once in ten 
thousand times, as the modern methods 
of applying anaesthetics are so certain 
that they almost never have bad re- 
sults."

A man of a mercenary spirit had

Jacob Frifdman, the first refugee 


from Kisbineff, the city of the recent 
Jewish massacre in Uussia. who land- 
ed in New York recently, brought with 
him bruises from Hussinn knouts and 
clubs, aud it was only through the 
help of a Christian friend that he 
escaped at an. iiie biaugunri of Lis» 
people in Kishiueff is so impressed 
on Friedman's mind that he cannot 
believe he is safe. 


Details of the first two days of the 


massacre were gh en to a reporter for 
the New York \Yorld by Friedman 
through an interpreter. 


"It was the most awful butchery 


that men ever saw," said Friedman. 
"The rich Russians of the towu joined 
in and with gloves on their hands 
helped to tear the Jewish children liuib 
from limb. At first it was the lowest 
people of the town, then the better 
class became enraged at the sight of 
blood. I saw men dressed in fine cloth- 
ing mixed in with the dirty ruffians of 
the town. 


';i am a Polack and went to Kishineff 


three years ago to visit my grand- 
father, Solomon Friedman. I liked the 
town, aud as I had COO rubles (about 
$300) saved up, I moved my family 
there from Warsaw. With my grand- 
father I started in the glassware busi- 
n°ss at 4 Alexandroffsky street. We 
were doing well and saving money. 


"On Sunday, the last day of the 


Passover, while we were eating dinner 
about -1 o'clock in the afternoon, I 
heard shrieks of women and children. 
We ran out to see what was the 
matter. 
I saw a wild mob coming, 


beating down women in the streets 
and breaking the windows and burst- 
ing open the doors. They were yell- 
ing and shouting in all sorts of lan- 
guages. There were Wallachians, Rou- 
manians and other people besides the 
Russians, so it seemed. 
" 'Come, grandfather, let us run 


away or we'll be killed!' I called out 
" 'Oh, it's nothing,' my grandfather 


answeted. 'Don't fear; it's only a holi- 
day among the gentiles, and they feel 
somewhat gay.' 


"I saw that it was a bloodthirsty 


mob and tried to convince my grand- 
father, but the old man said he had 
lived in Kishineff all his life and that 
there was never anything there but 
peace. The mob came nearer, and we 
saw that they were beating people to 
death. I saw fifteen persons killed be 
fore they got to our door. I could bear 
cries from all over the city. 1 ealleil 
out to my grandfather to run, but he 
said he would close up the shop and 
stay in the house. As he was closing 
the doors the mob rushed up and began 
beating us with clubs. 


"I was struck on the arm and knock- 


ed down. I tried to help my grandfa 
ther, but the mob was so large I could 
not get to him. so I ran away to save 
my life. I saw them beating him with 
clubs. They broke his arms and bea 
him so that he died as soon as he was 
carried to the hospital. 


"I ran to the house of Iran Fiodroff 


a Christian, who had bought glass from 
me. He was a good man. and he hie 
me in his cellar. I lay there all night, 
expecting every moment to be hunted 
out and killed. I was crazy with the 
thought that my two little girls had 
been butchered and worse by the mob 
and that my two boys were killed. I 
had seen the wretches tear little chil-

"From the house of a carpenter came 


the groans of the dying man whose 
hands had been cut off with his own 
saw by a great brute who laughed 
at the fitness of the jest and who was 
applauded by the other brutes who 
clustered around laughing at the sight. 
There was not a bouse in that quarter 
that did not have its dead and dying 
within its walls. 


"The whole street was filled with 


feathers and blood. The Russians had 
torn open every pillow and bed and 
had thrown the feathers in the air. 
They were scattered everywhere. My 
wife was peeping out of a hole and 
saw me. She -ran out with the chil- 
dren, and together we escaped into 
the country. We went to a village, 
but there was no security there. We 
expected every minute that the Rus- 
sians would come and kill us. After 
a few hours I slipped out and went 
back into Kishineff. The streets were 
n terrible sight, with mutilated bodies 
here and there. I don't know how 1 
got up courage enough to go into the 
city, but I did slip in and reached tne 
home of Ivan Fiodroff. 


"He took me in, though it was dan- 


gerous for him. I begged him to give 
my family protection and get us ort 
of the nerghborhood- At first he hesi- 
tated, but finally he said he would se? 
us out of the city. He went with me 
and escorted my family by a devious 
way into the quarter of the Hry where 
lies the Kishiueff railroaci biauuii. He 
bought railroad tickets for us all and 
kept back the angry crowd that would 
have killed us but for him. He garo 
rie 30 rubles, which was money he 
owed me. 
* 


"Then, while a mob made up of the 


pcum of Bessarabia gathered around 
us, he kissed me goodby, as is our 
fashion over there. It was a brave act, 
but Ivan is powerful and a gentile. 
We went to Grodno first, and from 
there I managed to get to Sepetkin. 
which is two days' journey from Kish- 
ineff. 
There my mother-in-law lives. 


She gave me 100 rubles to pay my 
way to America and is caring for my 
family until I am able to send for 
them. I went to Bremen and boarded 
the Kaiser \Vllhelm der Grbsse. 


"Before I left Kishineff I heard all 


sorts of stories of the massacres. 
I 


hoard that hundreds were killed, and 
thpn I heard that less that fifty were 
dead, but that many more were dying 
in the hospital. My poor grandfather 
died in the hospital after they had 
cut off his arms. 


"I can't say who was to blame for 


the riots. I didn't see a single Russian 
soldier in the mobs, nor did I see any 
of the police. The Russian priests were 
nowhere in sight. Appeals were made 
to the police, but they simply laughed. 
Though they didn't take part, they 
did nothing to protect us. It was sim- 
ply a mad rabble turned loose to kill, 
rob and outrage as they pleased with-

This 
will keep interest alive now that the 
placer mining at Nome is growing a 
little less attractive, and so much capi- 
tal has gone into the Klondike that
